April 6 th , 2018 has changed my life forever. I had two past billet sons on the Bronco bus the day 
of the horrible collision, one of them being my first cousin Logan Schatz. 

1 have developed severe anxiety and depression since this event. I am not able to sleep 
properly, I have a very hard time being in public due to the fear of seeing someone I know or 
seeing images of or hearing about the crash. I don't enjoy being social or attending functions 
like I once did. I have been going to a physiatrist, physiologist, group therapy sessions, and 
grief counselling. I have a fear of being on the highway, I am flooded with anxiety and sadness 
whenever I see a bus or a semi-truck. 

We have two 15 year old twins who had special connections with both boys that we had living 
with us as billet sons and it has been horrendous trying to help them through this and 
understand this huge loss all while trying to help myself. Their grades have dropped 
immensely, to the point our son is now failing two of his subjects and we have had to pay for 
tutoring where he never had issues before. I feel like the depression has stolen my ability to be 


who they need me to be at times. Our son has expressed that it is so hard to see me crying and 
has been lashing out with his behaviour in a way I have never seen before. They looked up to 
ogan as an older brother and he was very active in their lives setting a strong example for 
them to look up too. 


Logan was like a son to us. We have suffered a deep loss and are trying to cope the best we 
can. Words cannot describe the pain that we are feeling and nothing is like it was.
